farms, but if anybody is interest­ 
ed in confusing them, 
I know 
how it can be done. 
Just let em visit my Johnson 
grass farm out here. 
If they can look at my farmin 
operations thoroughly 
and then 
figure out how America has pro­ 
duced more food than it knows 
what to do with, they’ve got big­ 
ger electronic 
brains than we 
have. 
And if we want to use a few 
cold war tactics in this matter, 
give em to understand my farm 
is a typical one, and after they 
spend a day taking notes on my 
methods and go back home and 
spread the word, it’ll set Rus­ 
sian agriculture back two genera­ 
tions. 
However, I don’t look for any­ 
thing to come of this, as I don’t 
believe the Russians wouiu ever 
understand my farmin methods. 
In the first place, they may not 
even have bailing wire in Rus­ 
sia, and without bailing wine the 
foundations would fall out from 
under my system. You take all 
the bailing wire off my farm and 
tw'O-thirds of the fences would 
fall down, all the gates would 
swing open, the tail gate would 
fall off my trailer, my tractor 
would scatter 
parts 
from the 
backdoor to the north end of the 
farm, and I’m not even sure my 
pants would stay up. 
If though the visitors insist on 
coming by my place, I’ll be glad 
to show em 
around, 
and will 
give each one a small handful 
of Johnson grass seed. If we can 
get it back to Russia and dropped 
in half a dozen places, in five 
years we’ll have em begging for 
mercy.

Dear sir: 
Having noticed in the 
Anvil 
Herald whore Mrs. Vance wishes 
information on 
several things, 
and as you asked for help, I 
thought maybe I could enlighten 
you a little bit on some. For in­ 
stance: There were relics or a 
memorial or something supposed 
to have been given to Castro, 
which was located on the little 
hill, half way from the gate to 
the 
Tragesser dance hall. We 
often stopped and looked at it. 
So did very many others. 
Going in, it was on the right 
side, close to the road. 
I cannot say anything about j 
windows but about the Lutheran , 
Church I went to that many a ! 
time. I think in 1910 they built J 
the new one close to the road. I 
(My brother, W. E. Brucks. built 
it)." Then later they tore the old 
church down and built the parish 
hall exactly on the same place 
where the stone church had stood. 
Now, about the church on Ban­ 
dera Road. That was built later 
than the Quihi stone structure 
for those people who did not like 
to go as far as Quihi. They al­ 
ways had the same preacher. 
Now about 
saying 
mass in 
Quihi. For a long time the priest 
of Castroville came by and held 
mass in Quihi and also at D’­ 
Hanis. He would give notice to 
Mrs. Jacob Riff that he would 
say mass at her house. So moth­ 
er carried her babies opp mile 
to Riff’s house whenever she had 
one to be christened. 
Thirteen 
children, 12 of 
them 
must be 
recorded in the Castroville chris­ 
tening book. and one was chris­ 
tened in D’Hanis. 
There are some early settlers 
buried on the Fritz Boehle land, 
close to the baseball ground just 
where the road to the Gun C lub 
turns off the Quihi 
cemetery 
road on the 
left 
side in the 
Boehle’s pasture. 
My mother’s father was buried 
there among others. My father’s 
father was here two years, then 
he and a Mr. Leinweber died of 
yellow fever and are both buried 
at Rio Medio one-half the way 
to SA on the old road. 
P. S.: The name Boinkhoff is not 


right. Ifs Brinkhoff. Hoping this 
is a little help. I am Ida Bis- 
choff, Houston, Texas, 2601 Hard­ 
wood Lane. 
We greatly appreciate the fore­ 
going letter, as we know every 
one else will who is interested 
in the history of our county and 
those who made that history. 
In reference to the supposed 
memorial to Castro, as mention­ 
ed in the 
above 
and judging 
from Mrs. Bischoff’s description 
and location, what she refers to 
must have been the rugged, un­ 
marked mausoleum which Dr. J. 
T. FitzSimon had erected there 
following the death of the late 
Judge James Paul. The property 
had belonged to a Doctor Hoff­ 
man, a pioneer physician of Cas­ 
troville. He, his wife and a daugh­ 
ter had their home nearby. Judge 
Paul 
married 
the 
daughter 
Later, all three died and were 
buried side-by-side only a few 
steps from the 
front door of 
what had been their home. The 
judge lived on there for many 
years, alone with his memories 
and keeping flowers growing on 
their graves until the last. Dying, 
his will provided 
that 
he be 
buried 
beside 
them 
and the 
graves eared for. Thinking to 
preserve them, Dr. FitzSimon, 
as executor of the will, had Mr. 
Halbardier, a local stonemason, 
erect the mausoleum over the 
four graves. In a few years, the 
property passed into new owner­ 
ship. A playground was made of 
the spot. Every vestige of the 
old house and the massive rock- 
pile was removed and every sign 
of 
the 
graves 
obliterated so 
completely 
that when 
t h i s 
columnist last visited the spot 
not an identifying mark of grave 
or house place could be located. 
FO 
About the little New Fountain 
Lutheran Church, services were 
held there by the Quihi minister, 
the Rev. Czerkus, as late as 1898, 
and possibly as late as the tenure 
of the late Revs. Hasskarl and 
Weber. But a few years ago the 
building was sold to a neighbor­ 
ing farmer who moved it to his 
farm and converted 
it into a 
barn. Near the church site there 
remains a community cemetery. 
Whether still tended or abandon­ 
ed we know not.

; It the lake is subject to over- 
I flow from any public body of 
water, river or 
stream, state 
license requirements apply. 
“ The apparent intent 
of the 
law,” he added, “ is to permit 
persons with private 
lakes or 
ponds not restocked from con­ 
tact with public waters to avail 
themselves of 
the fishing re­ 
sources without the necessity of 
the usual state fishing license. 
“ The principal point apparent­ 
ly involves use of artificial baits, 
i that is so far as the resident 


I individual is concerned, because 


I the state law requires persons 
using artificial bait to have a 
regular state fishing license. Per­ 
sons NOT using artificial bait 
may fish in their own home coun­ 
ties without a license, under the 
general state law.” 
The assistant executive secre­ 
tary said that until the record 
drought set in a few years back, 
there had been 
a tremendous 
trend toward creation of private 
lakes or ponds for personal fish­ 
ing facilities. 
“ Our best 
estimate 
is 
that 
there are upwards of five 
thou­ 
sand such lakes or ponds,” he 
said. “ These projects naturally 
have been encouraged 
on the 
theory that development of private 
fishing facilities takes just that 
much pressure off public waters.” 
The assistant executive secre­ 
tary said the fact that some of 
the private lakes or ponds have 
been stocked with fish from state 
hatcheries has no bearing on the 
personal license regulations.
